Greek Conflict 
Subsides As New 
War Threatens 


By The Associated Press. 


The fires of war were reported 


banked for a while in Greece to- 
day but across the world in Indo- 
nesia they threatened to flare up 
again with new intensity. 
The Communist-directed 
Greek 


rebel army broadcast an announce- 
ment that it was stopping military 
operations in the bloody civil war, 
because it didn't want to destroy 
Greece. 
The Greek general staff wasn't 
impressed. The rebels were stop- 
pinng, it said, because they wore 
already licked. 
The 
cease fire corresponded 
with moves in the United Nations 
to pour oil on the choppy waters 
of Greek relations with her Com- 
munist neighbors. A special U. N. 
group has drawn up suggestions 
for resolving the fight, oased on 
Greek charge* that Albania, Bul- 
garia and Yugoslavia have aided 
the Greek guerillas. 
The broadcast made it c ear that 
the cease fire was linked to the 
steps being taken at Lake Success. 
It said that Russia is now negotiat- 
ing a peaceful settlement of the 
Greek question. 
In Jogjakarta, Java, the Indone- 
sian republic's ministers of defense 
expressed fear that open warfare 
would break out again -In Java and 
Sumatra. 
' 
Said Sultan Hamengku Buwong: 
"The rapidly deteriorating situa- 
tion in East Java is full of exproo- 
ive possibilities, and in the Dutch 
continue to be unreasonable it is 
feared an armed clash is not only 
inevitable but will soon spread to 
the whole of Java and Sumatra." 


The Dutch replied with a charge 
that the Indonesian republic was 
putting through a "master plan" to 
encircle the Dutch army and ac- 
cused the sultan of violating the 
cease-fire order by making inflam- 
matory statements. 
Uranium Ore Is 
Mined By Russia 
In North Korea

have reached both Korean and Am- 
erican quarters that the Russians 
are mining uranium ore—source of 
the atomic bomb—in Communist 
dominated North Korea.

Spawned during a dispute over 
the making of corn whiskey and 
fanned by bitter hatred, the feud 
flamed anew over the weekend. 
Another 
man was killed on the 
lonely mountainside—the third to 
die since the hill country war be- 
gan two years .ago. 
Police found William L. (Boots) 
Parker lying on a muddy slope of 
the mountain Saturday night, shot 
three times and bludgeoned with 
an ax. 
Raymond Bell, 29. was found at 
the scene, two ax wounds on his 
head. Bell and his brother, Ed, 23, 
were arrested and Chief Deputy 
Scott Swafford charged them with 
murder. They face arralngnment 
tomorrow. 


Officers have redoubled patrols 
on the mountain but have 
met 
with the same tight-lipped silence 
that greeted them after the two 
previous deaths: 
No one knows 
arfythlng about the slaying. 
Evidence has been sparse when- 
ever one of the mountaineers has 
been tried for a killing. Several 
persons recently were Indicted on 
murder charges in the first two 
deaths. Three trials were held ana 
all were acquitted. 
For a while It seemed there 
would be peace on the mountain. 
A representative of each' faction 
appeared on a nationwide radio 
broadcast (We the People) last De- 
cember and proclaimed an end to 
the feud.

Thomas of Oklahoma and Republi- 
can Toung of North Dakota, are 
members of a senate-house confer- 
ence committee which has had a 
hectic time trying to patch up dif- 
ferences on a new farm measure., 
Lack of agreement Is one of the 
things holding up adjournment of 
congress, 
Thomas and 
Toung 
reasoned 
that house members of the com- 
mittee might go through with a let- 
supports-sag plan in order to force 
senators to go along with a higher- 
level price support program later 
in 1950. 


There was no comment 
from 
the house members. Rep. Pace (D- 
Ga) limited himself to saying: 
"I do not regard the situation as 
hopeless. There are 14 sincere mem- 
bers of congress trying to work 
out their differences, and I still 
belelve they will." 
If these 14—members of the con- 
ference committee—do not get to- 
gether and no bill is passed, then 
the Aiken act of the 80th Congress 
will go Into effect In January. This 
eventually was the basis for the 
senators' talk of a posslblt deliber- 
ate drop In the supports, since the 
Alken act in some cases would per- 
mit lower levels. 
A 60-mlnute meeting of house 
and senate conferees broke up to- 
day wlthlut any agreement on new 
farm legislation. 
The dispute, one big obstacle to 
the adjournment of congress, cen- 
ters on the level at which the gov- 
erlnment 
should support 
farm 
prices. 


Senator Thomas told 
reporters 
after the closed meeting that he Is 
more hopeful now that an agree- 
ment will be reached. 
He said he based this on the re- 
fusal of the conferees, on three oc- 
casions, to report back.to their re- 
spective house* that they are un- 
able to agree.

There is much talk of late 


about working men 
losing 


the habit of sound and hon- 
est work. Some of it is jus- 
tified. The feather-bedding 
and clock-watching are only 
too plain to be seen on every 
hand. But it is doubtful if 
they are really characteris- 
tic of American workmen as 
a whole. There always were 
lazy folks and folks who 
would scamp a job if they 
could get away with it. But 
these were always few com- 
pared with the great major- 
ity of sound, honest and in- 
dustrial souls who did a 
good job. 
There is a great lack of 


knowledge of what the wel- 
fare schemes mean in terms 
of work.

Every- 
body needs coal and steel, 
directly or indirectly.

evidence which has been 
brought forth to date would 
seem to be enough to justify 
a requirement that the la- 
bels on packages of vitamin 
concentrates bear a warning 
that injury may result from 
exceeding the indicated nor- 
mal dosage that would help 
to protect the public whiie 
more facts are being gather- 
ed, and might help to pre- 
vent a panicky public reac- 
tion against all vitamins as 
a result of the inevitable 
spread of the hew reports 
which have been made. 


THAT NEW WORLD 


In all adulation which is 


usually given Columbus on 
the day on which he presum- 
ably discovered the Ameri- 
can continent, mention is al- 
ways made of his imagina- 
tion, his giving of his life to 
one idea, his navigating abil- 
ity, the fact that he set foot 
on the new land in joy, 
made a fortune for his spon- 
sors but died in poverty and 
sorrow. 
One point about his life 


and character is not always 
given sufficient emphasis— 
but it is what won the great 
fight for discovery. That is 
his persistence in spite of all 
difficulties and discourage- 
ments. These pulled back on 
the great idea 
from 
the 


youth of Christopher almost 
to the last moment, when the 
mutiny of his sailors, their 
unwillingness to proceed, al- 
most wrecked that last hope. 


But Columbus never gave 


up. He hung on and fought 
his way through. 


We have now, in the Unit- 


ed Nations, another Colu.n- 
bus, seeking a new world— 
the world of peace among 
men. In it lives the spirit of 
that drive for discovery, that 
need for the new world. 


Can it hang on, in spite of 


discouragements, 
disputes 


and days of despair? Can it 
hang on, and on, and on? 
Can it stick to its one great 
idea until it wins? 


It can if people care 


enough. But they must think 
of it as kept alive by their 
own hopes, their own labors, 
their own solid faith. Can we 
want it enougji to hang on? 


SAVING SOIL 


The Department of Agri- 


culture has sent to Congress 
a report 
on recommended 


farm measures for saving 
soil and water in the Mis- 
souri River Basin, intended 
to mesh with the flood con- 
trol and water power de- 
velopment of the basin un- 
der the so-called Pick-Sloan 
plan. This basin develop- 
ment project was authorized 
by Congress in 1944, and in- 
volves ultimate construction 
of more than a hundred 
dams and about twenty pow- 
er plants. It is intended to 
bring the floods of the Mis- 
souri under control, add to 
the electric power supplies 
of the region, make some 
previously 
useless 
land 


available for cultivation, and 
provide water for irrigation, 
for navigation in the,, lower 
reaches of the river and for 
the water systems of cities 
along the river. It is a con- 
siderable undertaking. 


The idea of the 
Depart- 


ment of Agriculture calls foi; 
an accompanying program 
of building smaller dam*, 
ponds and obstacles to wa- 
ter run-off in the upper 
reaches of the Missouri and 
its tributaries, and changes 
in farming practice where 
indicated 
to conserve soil 


and slow down the rate of 
drainage. There is much log- 
ic'in this idea, and the pro- 
gram ought to bt worth se- 
rious study in Congress. The 
cost estimate seems extra- 
ordinarily high; It is more 
.than three billion dollars, 
compared with an author- 
ized total of 700 millions for 
the basin development proj

SEARCHING FOR THE 


FLAW 


The House Armed Ser- 


vicej Committee was round- 
ly praised this summer for 
the forthright manner in 
which it wound up its in- 
quiry into the B-36 bomber 
program of the Air Force. 
Now it appears that the 
Committee is called on to do 
more of the same type of 
open-minded, forthright in- 
vestigation in the field of the 
nation's defense. It is start- 
ing out with an inquiry into 
the state of the Navy's mor- 
ale, to be followed by stud- 
ies of the wisdom of some of 
the controversial decisions, 
affecting the individual ser- 
vices 
in different 
ways, 


which have been made in 
the Department of Defense. 


It might be that in the in- 


vestigations now specifically 
on its schedule the Commit- 
tee -can learn why the pro- 
gram for unification of the 
armed forces has run into 
such bitter opposition in 
high service quarters, why 
some of the leading military 
people seem to be so com- 
pletley against it. 
Or the 


reason may not be found in 
things which 
have been 


done in the same unifcation, 
but may be in some fault in 
the basic draft of unifica- 
tion plan. 


Somewhere in either the 


unification program or the 
approach to it there is a ba- 
sic flaw- The idea is sound; 
it makes sense; it ought to 
provide us with a stronger 
and 
more effective force 


than we have ever had be- 
fore. The House Committee, 
and other responsble con- 
gressional 
and 
executive 


groups, should continiue the 
search until the flaw is 
found. 


SAGGING MEMBERSHIP 
,0n the basis of the semi- 


annual statements of circu- 
lation of the Daily Worker 
and other Communist Party 
newspapers, required of all 
publications by the Post Of- 
fice Department, it has been 
estimated that the member- 
ship of the Communist Par- 
ty in the United States is 
now approximately the same 
as the total membership of 
various Communist move- 
ments thirty years ago. The 
estimate of "hardly over. 40,- 
000" active members is re- 
ported in The New York 
Times, which attributes the 
figure to students of Com- 
munism. The circulation of 
the Daily Worker, the na- 
tional organ of the party, is 
put. at the level of twenty 
years ago.

FAMILY 


One of Alabama's most 


distinguished families has 
been honored by a memorial 
unveiled at Jasper by the 
Woodmen of the World.

HANDS ON THE BENCH 


The elevation of Judge 


Sherman Minton of Indiana 
to the Supreme Court moves 
Ralph Bendiner, of the staff 
of the magazine The Nation, 
to regret that the choice had 
not fallen on Judge Learned 
Hand of the federal appel- 
late court for the New York 
district. 


By 
general 
agreement 


Judge Hand is the outstand- 
ing member of the federal 
judiciary outside of the Su- 
preme Court, and 
perhaps 


even including that body. 
He amply lives up to his 
name "Learned," and has 
won extraodinary confidence 
in his forty years on the 
bench. Appointed 
district 


judge in 1909 by Theodore 
Roosevelt, he was promoted 
to the Court of Appeals by 
Calvin Coolidge. One argu- 
ment against his being nam- 
ed to the highest court of all 
was his age. He is 77; and 
while such men as Holmes 
and Brandeis served with 
distinction past that age, it 
is not a desirable precedent 
for a Supreme Court justice 
to begin his service when so 
old. 


Learned is not the only 


Hand on the New York cir- 
cuit of the Court of Appeals. 
His cousin Augustus, in. a 
career 
closely resembling 


his, has been a judge for 35 


years. Augustus was ap- 
pointed originally to the dis- 
trict court by President Wil- 
son and, like Learned, was 
promoted later by President 
Coolidge. He too 
might 


grace the highest court, but 
his age is an even stronger 
bar; he is now 80. 


FLOOD OF CHEAP GOODS 


One traditional argument 


for & high tariff is nonsense, 
says Paul G. Hoffman, ad- 
ministrator of the Economic 
Co-operation 
Administra- 


tion. He speaks partly from 
his knowledge of European 
conditions, and partly out of 
his manufacturing experi- 
enpe with Studebaker Cor- 
poration. Both lead him to 
decay the old fear that Eu- 
rope might flood the United 
States with masses of cheap 
goods. Says he: 


"The goods Europeans can 


send will be, for some time 
to come, pathetically few 
and disappointingly high in 
price." 


The old alarm of cheap 


goods has not been heard so 
often lately as used to be 
the case, but now and ther, 
it is sounded. It was raised 
promptly after the 
recent 


money devaluation in Eu 
rope. Americans should prof- 
it by their experience after 
World War I. Then we are 
told solemnly that, in addi- 
tion to fighting the rest of 
the world almost single- 
handed,. Germany has beer 
accumulating m a s s e s of 
manufactured articles, ready 
to ship them to the United 
States as soon as peace was 
declared, to capture the Am- 
erican market. This tale WHS 
too preposterous to deserve 
credit, but it was spread 
and helped make it possible 
to enact the high protection 
ist Fordney-McCumber tar- 
iff act of 1922. 


Hoffman 
probably 
has 


these considerations in the 
back of his mind. His unusu- 
al training should make the 
nation heed him.

LUBBOCK, Oct. 17.^UP>—Two 
Idalou cotton growers with 1,060 
acres of mature crop have worked 
out a way to get it harvested de- 
spite the labor shortage. 
City Judge Joe M. Hill of Dallas 
last week fined 34 prisoners $100 
each, but suspended sentence 
if 
they agreed to go with the two 
farmers to Lubbock county and 
pick cotton. The men agreed and 
went with the farmers, Louis Coun- 
tess and Delbert Mack Sawyers. 
"It would be hard to find men 
who are better workers," Countess 
said. "Why, last Wednesday five 
men pulled 2,334 pounds of 'cotton. 
They got the prevailing wage rates 
too." 


The former prisoners seemed sat- 
isfied too. A strapping negro with 
several fresh knife wounds on his 
neck and chest said, "They sure 
have been treating us nice. 
We 
have a nice place to live, plenty to 
eat and make good money."

It has just done a study that com- 
pares 1929 and 1949 business sound- 
ness of the country. 
Here are the high spots: 
In 1929 private debt ($161.9 billion) 
was nearly twice what the nation 
was earning that year. National 
Income then was $87.4 •billion, Now 
private debt is $172.2 billion, only 
5 per cent of the $225 billion we are 
earning this year. 
In 1929 speculation was running 
riot, and brokers had loans out 
that totalled • $6.5 billion. . Now 
brokers' loans are -less than half a 
billion. 
In 1929 bank loans were $43 .bil- 
lion, half as much as what we,«arn- 
ed that year, and those loans repre- 
sented 78 per cent of the money- in 
circulation. Now bank loans are 
$47 billion, only a fifth of whit we 
are earning this year .and on)y 28 
per cent of the money in circula- 
tion.,
